Resolution  authorizing  Clear  Channel  Outdoor  Inc.  to  seek  conditional  use 
authorization  from  the  Planning  Department  to  erect  two,  two-sided  general  advertising 
relocation  signs  measuring  up  to  14  feet  wide  by  48  feet  high,  and  to  install  a  non- 
illuminated  "flipper  box"  at  the  general  advertising  sign  located  at  274  Brannan  Street, 
in  exchange  for  the  elimination  of  the  "message  center"  from  the  general  advertising 
sign  located  at  274  Brannan  Street  and  the  removal  of  nine  "8-sheet"  general 
advertising  signs  in  the  City. 

WHEREAS,  Planning  Code  Section  602.7  defines  a  "General  Advertising  Sign"  as  "A 
sign  legally  erected  prior  to  the  effective  date  of  Section  61 1  of  this  Code,  which  directs 
attention  to  a  business,  commodity,  industry  or  other  activity  which  is  sold,  offered  or 
conducted  elsewhere  than  on  the  premises  upon  which  the  sign  is  located,  or  to  which  it  is 
affixed,  and  which  is  sold,  offered  or  conducted  on  such  premises  only  incidentally  if  at  all;" 
and 

WHEREAS,  A  general  advertising  sign  has  been  operating  legally  at  274  Brannan 
Street  in  the  City  since  approximately  1945;  and 

WHEREAS,  For  approximately  30  years,  the  general  advertising  sign  at  274  Brannan 
Street  was  larger  than  it  is  today  and  advertised  Admiral  Appliances  by  using  a  large, 
simulated  fireworks  display  with  a  number  of  multicolored,  flashing  and  blinking,  skyrocketing 
neon  lights;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  particular  Admiral  Appliances  display  was  discontinued  some  time 


during  the  1970's;  and 
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WHEREAS,  In  1987,  the  operator  of  the  general  advertising  sign  at  274  Brannan  Street 
installed  an  electronic  "message  center"  pursuant  to  validly  issued  permits  from  the  City  and 
from  the  State  of  California;  and 

WHEREAS,  Since  the  1990's  the  general  advertising  sign  at  274  Brannan  Street  has 
been  used  to  advertise  the  California  State  Lottery  ("Lotto  Sign");  and 

WHEREAS,  Through  its  many  decades  at  its  prominent  location  visible  from  the 
Central  Freeway,  the  Lotto  Sign  has  become  one  of  the  most  valued  advertising  locations  in 
the  State  of  California;  and 

WHEREAS,  During  the  1990's  and  into  the  present  decade,  more  residents  came  to 
occupy  property  near  the  Lotto  Sign,  as  the  neighborhood  shifted  from  industrial  and 
commercial  use  to  more  residential  use;  and 

WHEREAS,  During  the  1990's  and  into  the  present  decade,  some  residents  of  property 
near  the  Lotto  Sign  complained  to  the  City  that  the  lights  emitted  by  the  message  center 
disturbed  them  during  nighttime  hours;  and 

WHEREAS,  After  a  duly  noticed  public  hearing  on  October  2,  1996,  the  San  Francisco 
Building  Inspection  Commission,  sitting  as  the  San  Francisco  Abatement  Appeals  Board, 
determined  that  a  1987  sign  permit  for  the  Lotto  Sign  was  validly  issued  and  properly  relied  on 
by  the  owner,  now  Clear  Channel  Outdoor,  Inc.  ("Clear  Channel");  and 

WHEREAS,  On  February  12,  1997,  Clear  Channel,  reached  agreement  with  a  number 
of  the  larger  residential  properties  nearby  to  limit  the  hours  and  conditions  of  operation  of  the 
Lotto  Sign  message  center;  and 
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WHEREAS,  In  recent  months,  City  officials  have  received  new  complaints  from  some 
residents  occupying  property  located  near  the  Lotto  Sign;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Lotto  Sign  predates  by  many  decades  the  presence  in  the  area  of 
residents  and  is  a  legal  nonconforming  use  under  Planning  Code  Sections  604(h)  and  609.4; 
and 

WHEREAS,  Section  5412  of  the  California  Business  and  Professions  Code  bars  the 
City  from  compelling  the  removal  of  any  advertising  display  that  was  lawfully  erected 
anywhere  within  the  State  of  California,  without  payment  of  just  compensation;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  area  around  274  Brannan  Street  continues  to  add  residential 
development;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  City  and  Clear  Channel  wish  to  ensure  that  conflict  between  the 
general  advertising  use  at  274  Brannan  Street  and  burgeoning  residential  uses  in  the  area  is 
minimized;  and 

WHEREAS,  Section  5412  of  the  California  Business  and  Professions  Code  provides 
that  advertising  displays  may  be  relocated  by  mutual  agreement  between  the  display  owner 
and  the  local  government;  and 

WHEREAS,  Section  5412  of  the  California  Business  and  Professions  Code  provides 
that  the  term  "relocation"  as  used  in  that  section  includes  removal  of  a  display  and 
construction  of  a  new  display  to  substitute  for  the  display  removed;  and 

WHEREAS,  On  March  5,  2002,  the  City's  voters  adopted  Proposition  G,  which  added 
Section  611  and  amended  Section  602.7  of  the  City's  Planning  Code  to  prohibit  all  new 
general  advertising  signs,  and  to  provide  for  sign  relocation  agreements;  and 
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WHEREAS,  Under  Planning  Code  Section  611(c)(1),  the  Board  of  Supervisors  are  not 
precluded  from  entering  into  agreements  with  general  advertising  sign  companies  to  authorize 
general  advertising  sign  companies  to  seek  conditional  use  authorization  from  the  Planning 
Department  to  permit  the  relocation  of  existing  legally  permitted  general  advertising  signs;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  City  and  Clear  Channel  have  reached  an  agreement  to  authorize 
Clear  Channel  to  seek  conditional  use  authorization  from  the  Planning  Department  for  the 
installation  of  a  non-illuminated  "flipper  box"  on  the  Lotto  Sign,  and  the  installation  of  two,  two- 
sided  general  advertising  relocation  sign  measuring  up  to  14  feet  wide  by  48  feet  wide  in 
exchange  for  the  removal  of  the  message  center  on  the  Lotto  Sign  and  the  removal  of  nine  (9) 
"8-sheet"  general  advertising  signs  in  the  City  whose  locations  are  identified  herein 
(collectively,  "Relocation");  and 

WHEREAS,  Clear  Channel  waives  any  right  it  may  have  to  just  compensation  for  the 
removal  of  the  message  center  at  274  Brannan  Street  and  the  nine  (9)  specified  "8-sheet" 
general  advertising  signs;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  Clear  Channel  may  seek  conditional  use  authorization  from  the 
Planning  Department  for  the  Relocation  pursuant  to  Section  611(c)(1)  of  the  Planning  Code;

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  general  advertising  relocation  permit  application  for 
the  Lotto  Sign  shall  be  for  a  non-illuminated  "flipper  box,"  measuring  seven  (7)  feet  by  41  feet, 
on  its  face,  including  the  frame,  at  a  location  300  feet  east  of  Second  Street  and  visible  from 
the  Central  Freeway,  with  the  right  to  seek  a  future  relocation  agreement  to  relocate  the

WHEREAS,  Newman  and  Associates,  Inc.  and  The  Chapman  Company  (collectively, 
the  "Underwriters")  have  expressed  their  intention  to  purchase  the  Bonds  authorized  hereby, 
and  the  Board  finds  that  the  public  interest  and  necessity  require  that  the  City  at  this  time 
make  arrangements  for  the  sale  of  such  Bonds;  and 
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WHEREAS,  Citibank,  N.A.  has  agreed,  subject  to  the  satisfaction  of  certain  conditions, 
to  facilitate  the  financing  of  the  Project  by  providing  a  letter  of  credit  to  support  the  Bonds; 
now,  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  By  this  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  as 
follows:

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County  of  San  Francisco  (the  "City  Attorney")  and  Co-Bond  Counsel  may  approve  or 
recommend  in  accordance  with  Section  9  hereof. 

Section  4.     Bond  Purchase  Contract.  The  City  is  hereby  authorized  to  sell  the  Bonds 
pursuant  to  the  terms  and  conditions  of  a  Bond  Purchase  Contract  (the  "Bond  Purchase 
Contract"),  among  the  City,  the  Borrower  and  the  Underwriters  in  substantially  the  form 
presented  to  the  Board,  a  copy  of  which  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board;  and  such  Bond 
Purchase  Contract  is  hereby  approved.  The  Mayor,  the  Director  of  the  Mayor's  Office  of 
Housing  or  any  Authorized  City  Representative  is  hereby  authorized  to  execute,  and  the  Clerk 
of  the  Board  or  an  authorized  designee  is  hereby  authorized  to  attest,  the  Bond  Purchase 
Contract,  in  substantially  said  form,  with  such  additions  thereto  and  changes  therein  as  the 
City  Attorney  and  Co-Bond  Counsel  may  approve  or  recommend  in  accordance  with  Section  9 
hereof.

Section  6.     Loan  Agreement.  The  form  of  Loan  Agreement  (the  "Loan  Agreement") 
among  the  City,  the  Trustee  and  the  Borrower,  in  substantially  the  form  presented  to  the 
Board,  a  copy  of  which  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board,  is  hereby  approved.  The  Mayor, 
the  Director  of  the  Mayor's  Office  of  Housing  or  any  Authorized  City  Representative  is  hereby 
authorized  to  execute  the  Loan  Agreement,  in  substantially  said  form,  with  such  additions 
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thereto  and  changes  therein  as  the  City  Attorney  and  Co-Bond  Counsel  may  approve  or 
recommend  in  accordance  with  Section  9  hereof. 

Section  7.     Intercreditor  Agreement.  The  form  of  Intercreditor  Agreement  (the 
"Intercreditor  Agreement")  among  the  City,  the  Trustee  and  Citibank,  Federal  Savings  Bank,  in 
substantially  the  form  presented  to  the  Board,  a  copy  of  which  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the 
Board,  is  hereby  approved.  The  Mayor,  the  Director  of  the  Mayor's  Office  of  Housing  or  any 
Authorized  City  Representative  is  hereby  authorized  to  execute  the  Intercreditor  Agreement, 
in  substantially  said  form,  with  such  additions  thereto  and  changes  therein  as  the  City 
Attorney  and  Co-Bond  Counsel  may  approve  or  recommend  in  accordance  with  Section  9 
hereof. 

Section  8.     Approval  of  the  Form  and  Circulation  of  Official  Statement  Relating  to 
Bonds.

Any  Authorized  City  Representative 
executing  a  document  approved  herein,  in  consultation  with  the  City  Attorney  and  Co-Bond 
Counsel,  is  hereby  authorized  to  approve  and  make  such  modifications,  changes  or  additions 
to  the  Indenture,  the  Regulatory  Agreement,  the  Loan  Agreement,  the  Intercreditor 
Agreement,  the  Bond  Purchase  Contract,  and  the  Official  Statement  as  may  be  necessary  or 
advisable,  provided  that  such  modification  does  not  authorize  an  aggregate  principal  amount 
of  Bonds  in  excess  of  $16,500,000,  provide  for  a  final  maturity  on  the  Bonds  later  than 
December  1 ,  2036  or  provide  the  Bonds  to  bear  interest  at  a  rate  in  excess  of  twelve  percent 
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(12%)  per  annum.  The  approval  of  any  modification,  addition,  or  change  to  any  of  the 
aforementioned  documents  shall  be  evidenced  conclusively  by  the  execution  and  delivery  of 
the  document  in  question. 

Section  11.   Low  Income  Housing  Findings.  This  Board  hereby  finds  and  determines 
that  this  Resolution  constitutes  final  approval  of  a  proposal  that  may  result  in  housing 
assistance  benefiting  persons  of  low  income  within  the  meaning  of  Section  36005  of  the 
California  Health  and  Safety  Code  (the  "Health  and  Safety  Code").  This  Board  also  finds  that 
the  98  units  of  housing  for  persons  of  low  income  to  be  provided  by  the  Project  represent  a 
portion  of  the  3,000  units  of  such  housing  which  the  voters  approved  under  Proposition  Q  in 
November  1976  and  the  3,000  units  of  such  housing  which  the  voters  approved  under 
Proposition  K  in  June  1994,  such  that  to  the  extent  required  under  Article  XXXIV  of  the 
California  Constitution,  the  Project  has  been  approved  by  the  voters  of  the  City.  Furthermore, 
this  Board  finds  and  determines  that  the  City's  support  of  the  Project  does  not  constitute  an 
activity  to  "develop,  construct,  or  acquire"  a  low  rent  housing  project,  in  that  the  City's 
activities  are  limited  to  those  described  in  Section  37001 .5(e)  of  the  Health  and  Safety  Code, 
including  the  provision  of  assistance  to  the  Project  and  monitoring  compliance  with  conditions 
of  such  assistance. 

Section  12.   Ratification.  All  actions  heretofore  taken  by  the  officers  and  agents  of  the 
City  with  respect  to  the  sale  and  issuance  of  the  Bonds  are  hereby  approved,  confirmed  and 
ratified,  and  the  proper  officers  of  the  City  are  hereby  authorized  and  directed,  for  and  in  the 
name  and  on  behalf  of  the  City,  to  do  any  and  all  things  and  take  any  and  all  actions  and 
execute  and  deliver  any  and  all  certificates,  agreements  and  other  documents,  including  but 
not  limited  to  those  documents  described  in  the  Indenture  and  the  other  documents  herein 
approved,  which  they,  or  any  of  them,  may  deem  necessary  or  advisable  in  order  to 
consummate  the  lawful  issuance  and  delivery  of  the  Bonds  and  to  effectuate  the  purposes 
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thereof  and  of  the  documents  herein  approved  in  accordance  with  this  Resolution.

Resolution  urging  the  Department  of  Parking  and  Traffic  and  the  San  Francisco  County 
Transportation  Authority  to  work  in  collaboration  in  order  to  secure  new  funding 
streams  necessary  to  jointly  contribute  toward  the  long-term  safety  gains  by  installing 
pedestrian  countdown  signals  at  the  remaining  500  signalized  intersections  in  the  City 
and  County  San  Francisco. 

WHEREAS,  Since  June  2002,  the  Department  of  Parking  and  Traffic  ("DPT")  and  sister 
departments  have  been  installing  traffic  and  pedestrian  signals  citywide  to  the  more  energy- 
efficient  LED  versions;  and

WHEREAS,  As  of  October  2002,  crews  from  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  and  the 
Department  of  Public  Works  had  installed  a  total  of  2,  682  countdown  units  at  44 
intersections;  and, 

WHEREAS,  An  evaluation  conducted  by  the  DPT  suggests  that  the  countdown  signals 
reduce  the  percentage  of  pedestrians  caught  still  crossing  on  the  red;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Switching  on  countdown  devises  continues  to  be  a  high  priority  for  DPT, 
and  detailed  retiming  plans  have  been  prepared  for  about  half  of  the  intersections  slated  for 
countdown  devices  by  its  Traffic  Engineering  Division;  and, 

WHEREAS,  DPT  expects  to  continue  to  turn  on  at  least  10  intersections  weekly  and  to 
have  about  550  intersections  with  operational  countdown  features  by  late  2003;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  first  locations  to  be  turned  on  included  those  with  the  "pedestrian 
scramble"  as  well  as  a  few  other  locations  where  crossing  time  is  a  major  public  safety 
concern;  and, 
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WHEREAS,  The  basic  cost  for  devices  and  installation  labor  is  slightly  over  $1.1 
million,  including  an  individual  cost  of  $250  for  a  pedestrian  countdown  signal,  and  installation 
labor  about  $27  per  signal,  which  does  not  include  the  required  retiming  program 
administration;  and, 

WHEREAS,  This  installation  program  was  funded  by  a  California  Energy  Commission 
loan  and  sales  tax  revenues  provided  by  the  San  Francisco  County  Transportation  Authority; 
and, 

WHEREAS,  Although  this  project  is  scheduled  for  completion  in  2003,  an  additional

Resolution  requesting  the  City  Attorney  to  investigate  whether  adequate  public  notice 
was  provided  by  the  Bay  Area  Air  Quality  Management  District  to  the  affected 
community  regarding  Permit  Application  #2136  for  increasing  fuel  throughput  at  the 
Shell  Oil  gasoline  station  at  4298  Mission  Street  and  requesting  the  City  Attorney  to 
take  all  appropriate  steps  to  protect  the  City's  interests,  including  possible  filing  of  a 
timely  administrative  appeal  regarding  the  issuance  of  the  permit. 


WHEREAS,  On  November  1 ,  2002,  the  Bay  Area  Air  Quality  Management  District 
("BAAQMD")  approved  Permit  Application  #  2136  for  the  expansion  of  the  Shell  Oil/Equilon 
station  at  4298  Mission  Street,  in  the  Excelsior  District  of  San  Francisco  (District  11),  allowing 
an  increase  in  the  facility's  throughput  of  to  2.870  million  gallons  per  year;  and, 

WHEREAS,  gasoline  contains  benzene,  a  toxic  air  contaminant  and  known  carcinogen; 

and 

WHEREAS,  The  BAAQMD's  risk  assessment  acknowledges  a  ten  in  one  million  (or  1 
in  100,000)  increased  risk  of  contracting  cancer  for  residents  who  live  near  the  facility  due  to 
exposure  to  and  inhalation  of  benzene;  and, 

WHEREAS,  This  increased  cancer  risk  is  the  highest  level  of  risk  deemed  acceptable 
by  the  BAAQMD  for  such  a  permit;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Prior  to  approving  a  permit  to  expand  operations  and  increase  emissions 
of  a  toxic  air  contaminant,  the  BAAQMD  is  required  by  State  law  (California  Health  &  Safety 
Code  §  42301 .6  and  BAAQMD  Regulation  2-1-412)  to  provide  public  notice,  distributed  at  the 
expense  of  the  permit  applicant,  to  parents  of  children  enrolled  in  schools  within  one-quarter 
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mile  and  to  residents  who  live  within  1 000  feet  of  the  facility,  in  which  the  proposed  project 
and  increased  emissions  are  fully  explained;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Prior  to  the  approval  of  such  a  permit,  BAAQMD  must  provide  for  a  30- 
day  public  comment  period  during  which  all  comments  received  must  be  reviewed  and 
considered  by  the  BAAQMD;  and, 

WHEREAS,  There  are  three  elementary  schools  located  within  one-quarter  mile  of  the 
facility—  San  Francisco  Community  School,  Corpus  Christie  Elementary,  and  Monroe 
Elementary;  and, 

WHEREAS,  More  children  under  five  years  of  age  live  in  District  1 1  than  any  other  San 
Francisco  District;  and, 

WHEREAS,  More  foreign-born  immigrants  reside  in  District  1 1  than  any  other  San 
Francisco  District,  and  it  is  the  only  District  where  such  residents  form  a  majority  of  the 
population;  and, 

WHEREAS,  A  majority  of  children  attending  said  elementary  schools  live  in  homes  with 
non-or  limited-English-speaking  parents  or  guardians;  and, 

WHEREAS,  On  August  15,  2002,  the  BAAQMD  issued  a  public  notice  regarding  the 
potential  expansion  of  the  Shell  station  and  resulting  emissions  increase  in  English  only;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  public  notice  required  to  be  distributed  by  the  BAAQMD  was  not 
received  by  numerous  residents  who  live  within  1000  feet  of  the  facility;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Numerous  parents  of  students  enrolled  in  the  schools  who  received  the 
notice  were  unable  to  read  it  or  provide  public  comment  as  it  was  distributed  in  a  language 
they  could  not  understand,  such  as  Chinese,  Spanish  or  Tagalog;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Based  on  these  and  other  factors,  the  notice  failed  to  inform  a  majority  of 
the  affected  community  of  the  project  and  the  proposed  emissions  increase,  including  the

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WHEREAS,  The  notice  provided  that  interested  members  of  the  public  could  review  the 
relevant  health  risk  reports  at  the  three  local  schools,  however  school  staff  were  not  prepared 
by  the  BAAQMD  to  assist  with  the  pubic  notice  process,  despite  staff  members'  ability  to 
provide  multilingual  translation  for  concerned  community  members;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Public  comments  were  submitted  by  English-speaking  members  of  the 
community  on  behalf  of  concerned  parents,  residents  and  students  who  live,  work,  study  and 
play  near  the  facility,  opposing  the  expansion  due  to  the  increased  cancer  risk  and  prevalence 
of  other  such  facilities  already  in  the  community;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Such  public  comments  were  received  by  the  BAAQMD  within  the  30-day 
period  (including  a  petition  of  200  parents  of  students  at  said  schools);  and, 

WHEREAS,  Public  comments  received  by  the  BAAQMD  informed  the  agency  that 
residents  within  1000  feet  of  the  facility  did  not  in  fact  receive  the  public  notice,  and  that 
notices  sent  to  parents  of  students  did  not  inform  them  of  the  project  or  comment  period  as 
the  majority  of  them  are  non-  or  limited-English  speaking;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Such  public  comments  requested  that  the  BAAQMD  withhold  approval  of 
the  permit  application  until  a  multilingual  meeting  was  held  in  the  impacted  community 
regarding  the  permit  and  increased  cancer  risk,  with  multilingual  outreach  assistance  to  be 
conducted  by  community  members  and  school  staff;  and, 

WHEREAS,  BAAQMD  staff  agreed  to  meet  with  community  members  prior  to  issuance 
of  the  permit  but  then  failed  to  do  so;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Said  permit  was  issued  on  November  1,  2002,  despite  BAAQMD  staffs 
knowledge  of  and  request  to  attend  a  community  meeting  scheduled  for  November  13,  2002 
to  discuss  the  issues;  and, 
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WHEREAS,  Members  of  the  public  requested  that  the  BAAQMD  rescind  the  permit  due 
to  defective  notice  and  demanded  that  the  public  comment  period  be  re-opened  for  impacted 
residents  to  provide  comments  after  the  notice  was  translated  into  Spanish  and  Chinese;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  denial  of  such  requests  by  BAAQMD  staff  in  effect  denied  affected 
residents  of  their  right  to  know  about  the  risks  posed  to  their  health  and  of  their  rightful 
opportunity  to  provide  public  comment  on  the  permit  application;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  BAAQMD's  actions  violated  its  own  policies  on  Environmental  Justice 
(to  assure  that  "no  segment  of  the  population,  regardless  of  race,  national  origin  or  income, 
bears  disproportionately  high  and  adverse  health  impacts  of  air  pollution"  by  ensuring  "equal 
access  to  ...  permit  evaluation"  and  to  "[s]olicit  concerns  and  ideas  from  communities"  where

WHEREAS,  The  BAAQMD's  actions  may  have  denied  residents  of  the  affected

conditions  of  such  assistance. 

All  actions  heretofore  taken  by  the  officers  and  agents  of  the 
City  with  respect  to  the  sale  and  issuance  of  the  Bonds  are  hereby  approved,  confirmed  and 
ratified,  and  the  proper  officers  of  the  City  are  hereby  authorized  and  directed,  for  and  in  the 
name  and  on  behalf  of  the  City,  to  do  any  and  all  things  and  take  any  and  all  actions  and 
execute  and  deliver  any  and  all  certificates,  agreements  and  other  documents,  including  but 
not  limited  to  those  documents  described  in  the  Indenture  and  the  other  documents  herein 
approved,  which  they,  or  any  of  them,  may  deem  necessary  or  advisable  in  order  to 
consummate  the  lawful  issuance  and  delivery  of  the  Bonds  and  to  effectuate  the  purposes 
thereof  and  of  the  documents  herein  approved  in  accordance  with  this  Resolution.

WHEREAS,  The  Energy  Resources  Conservation  and  Development  Commission 
(California  Energy  Commission)  has  recognized  Southeast  San  Francisco  as  a  minority 
community  entitled  to  environmental  justice;  and, 

WHEREAS,  All  of  the  major  electrical  generating  units  in  San  Francisco  are  located  in 
Southeast  San  Francisco  which  includes  Bayview,  Hunters  Point,  Potrero  Hill  and  Dogpatch 
neighborhoods;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Ordinance  124-01 ,  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  on  May  29,  2001 , 
set  forth  minimum  requirements  for  the  protection  of  human  health  and  the  environment 
related  to  proposals  for  new  electric  generation  in  Southeast  San  Francisco;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  permanent  closure  of  the  Hunters  Point  power  plant  has  long  been  a 
community  and  City  objective;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  City  entered  an  agreement  with  PG&E  in  1998  to  close  Hunters  Point 
power  plant  as  soon  as  it  is  not  needed  to  ensure  electric  reliability;  and 

WHEREAS,  Under  the  Clean  Air  Act,  the  Hunters  Point  power  plant  is  subject  to

WHEREAS,  Between  November  2001  and  August  2002,  the  staff  of  PUC  and  ENV 
hosted  nine  neighborhood  meetings  and  three  meetings  with  representatives  of  the  San 
Francisco  business  community  to  solicit  input,  and  participated  in  public  forums  on  energy 
policy  with  energy  experts,  planners,  and  business  and  community  leaders;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Based  upon  these  meetings  and  the  technical  assistance  of  Rocky 
Mountain  Institute,  an  independent  consultant,  the  staff  developed  and  distributed  a  draft 
"Electricity  Resource  Plan"  describing  three  scenarios  to  illustrate  critical  issues  and  possible 
options  for  addressing  them;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Based  on  public  input  and  findings  determined  after  a  year  of  research 
and  evaluation  of  San  Francisco's  electric  resources,  potential  for  demand  reduction  through 
energy  efficiency  and  peak  electricity  load  control,  prospects  for  renewable  resources,  and 
opportunities  for  new,  clean  energy  technologies,  the  staffs  of  PUC  and  ENV  selected  one 
scenario  to  put  forth  as  the  Electricity  Resource  Plan  (the  Plan)  for  San  Francisco;  and, 

WHEREAS,  In  August,  2002  the  PUC  and  ENV  submitted  the  Plan  to  the  Board  of 
Supervisors;  and,

comment  and  used  to  guide  the  Plan:  maximize  energy  efficiency,  develop  renewable  power, 
assure  reliable  power,  support  affordable  electric  bills,  reduce  air  pollution  and  prevent  other 
environmental  impacts,  support  environmental  justice,  develop  the  local  economy,  and 
increase  local  control  over  energy  resources;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Plan  presents  an  overview  of  San  Francisco's  energy  situation, 
including  a  discussion  of  the  existing  transmission,  generation,  conservation,  and  renewable 
resources  that  serve  San  Francisco  and  potential  new  resources  that  could  serve  San 
Francisco;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Plan  discusses  potential  actions  that  could  reduce  local  air  pollutants, 
improve  electric  reliability,  increase  local  control  of  energy  resources,  protect  against  price 
spikes  and  accelerate  the  development  of  renewable  energy  technologies;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Plan  discusses  actions  that  can  be  implemented  in  a  manner  that 
supports  the  development  of  local  businesses  and  job  opportunities;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Plan  discusses  actions  that  could  allow  for  the  closure  of  Hunters

WHEREAS,  both  houses  approved  bills  to  extend  the  benefits,  but  the  Senate  and 
House  could  not  reconcile  the  differences  between  their  two  versions;  am, 


WHEREAS,  House  Majority  Leader  Dick  Armey,  R-Texas  said  hev|ja£  been  assured 
the  108th  Congress  will  extend  the  benefits  after  it  convenes  on  January  7,  2003  and  make  up 
for  any  payments  that  are  lost  in  the  meantime;  and

WHEREAS,  37%  of  San  Francisco  residents  are  foreign  born  and  46%  of  the 
residents  speak  a  language  other  than  English  at  home;  and 

WHEREAS,  Environmental  Justice  policies  mandate  the  fair  treatment  and  meaningful 
involvement  of  all  people  regardless  of  race,  national  origin  or  income  with  respect  to 
development,  implementation  and  enforcement  of  environmental  laws,  regulations  and 
policies;  this  includes  ensuring  equal  access  to  public  notices  and  opportunity  tcyiomment  to 
persons  with  limited-English  proficiency  to  encourage  and  allow  them  to  participate  effectively 
in  the  decisions  affecting  their  health;  and  ^ 

WHEREAS,  BAAQMD,  which  has  the  authority  to  develop  and  enforce  regulations  for 
the  control  of  air  pollution  in  San  Francisco  and  the  other  Bay  Area  counties,  including  the 
authority  to  issue  permits  for  emissions  of  air  pollutants,  is  required  by  law  to  ensure  provision 
of  information  and  services  in  the  language  of  non-English  speaking  people  when  it  finds  that 
it  provides  services  to  a  substantial  number  of  non-English  speaking  people;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  August  2002,  BAAQMD  issued  a  public  notice  in  English  only  for  a 
permit  application  to  expand  the  Shell  Oil/Equilon  station  at  4298  Mission  Street  in  the 
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Excelsior  District  (District  11)  and  consequently  increase  emissions  of  toxic  air  contaminants 
known  to  cause  cancer  from  that  gas  station;  and 

WHEREAS,  BAAQMD  is  required  by  law  to  provide  public  notice  and  a  30-day 
comment  period  for  the  permit  application  to  parents  of  children  enrolled  in  schools  within 
one-quarter  mile  and  to  residents  who  live  within  1 ,000  feet  of  the  facility  explaining  the 
proposed  project  and  increased  emissions;  and, 

WHEREAS,  There  are  three  elementary  schools  located  within  one-quarter  mile  of  the 
facility —  San  Francisco  Community  School,  Corpus  Christie  Elementary,  and  Monroe 
Elementary;  and, 

WHEREAS,  A  majority  of  children  attending  these  elementary  schools  live  in  homes 
with  non-or  limited-English-speaking  parents  or  guardians;  and, 

WHEREAS,  More  foreign-born  immigrants  reside  in  District  1 1  than  in  any  other  San 
Francisco  district  and  such  residents  form  a  majority  of  the  population  in  that  district;  and 

WHEREAS,  Numerous  parents  of  students  enrolled  in  the  schools  who  received  the 
notice  were  unable  to  read  it  or  provide  public  comment  as  it  was  distributed  in  a  language 
they  could  not  understand,  such  as  Chinese,  Spanish  or  Tagalog;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Based  on  these  and  other  factors,  the  notice  failed  to  inform  a  majority  of

Airport  are  permanent  legal  residents  and  are  currently  applying  for  citizenship;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Over  900  Pre-Board  Screeners  will  lose  their  jobs  through  no  fault  of  their 
own  as  a  result  of  the  conversion  to  a  federal  workforce;  and,

Resolution  authorizing  an  application  to  the  California  Debt  Limit  Allocation  Committee 
to  permit  the  issuance  of  Mortgage  Credit  Certificates  and  Mortgage  Revenue  Bonds. 

WHEREAS,  There  is  a  shortage  in  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  (the  "City")  of 
decent,  safe  and  sanitary  housing,  particularly  of  housing  afforded  by  persons  in  the  lower  end 
of  the  purchasing  spectrum,  and  a  consequent  need  to  facilitate  the  financing  of  home 
purchases  by  such  persons  and  otherwise  to  increase  the  supply  of  housing  in  the  City  for 
such  persons;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  City  has,  by  Ordinance  245-81  .  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
on  May  1 1 ,  1981,  declared  its  intent  to  engage  in  a  home  finance  program  pursuant  to  Part  5 
of  Division  31  of  the  Health  and  Safety  Code  of  the  State  of  California,  and  to  issue  bonds 
pursuant  to  said  Division  in  furtherance  of  the  home  finance  program;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Congress  of  the  United  States  by  the  Tax  Reform  Act  of  1984  . 
provided  for  the  issuance  of  Mortgage  Credit  Certificates  ("Certificates")  and  qualified 
mortgage  revenue  bonds  ("Bonds")  by  local  government  agencies  to  assist  low  and  moderate 
income  first  time  homebuyers;  and 

WHEREAS,  Section  146  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code  of  1986  (the  "Code")  limits  the 
amount  of  Bonds  and  Certificates  that  may  be  issued  in  any  calendar  year  by  entities  within  a 
state  and  authorizes  the  legislature  of  such  state  to  provide  the  method  of  allocating  authority 
to  issue  Bonds  and  Certificates  within  such  state;  and 
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WHEREAS,  Chapter  1 1 .8  of  Division  1  of  Title  2  of  the  Government  Code  of  the  State 
of  California  governs  the  allocation  in  the  State  of  California  of  the  state  ceiling  established  by 
Section  146  of  the  Code  among  governmental  units  in  the  State  having  the  authority  to  issue 
Certificates  and  Bonds;  and 

WHEREAS,  Section  8869.85  of  the  Government  Code  requires  a  local  agency  to  file  an 
application  for  a  portion  of  the  ceiling  with  or  upon  the  direction  of  California  Debt  Limit 
Allocation  Committee  ("CDLAC")  prior  to  the  issuance  of  Certificates  or  Bonds;  and 

WHEREAS,  CDLAC  procedures  require  an  applicant  for  a  portion  of  the  state  ceiling  to 
certify  to  CDLAC  that  the  applicant  has  on  deposit  an  amount  equal  to  0.5%  (one-half  of  one 
percent)  of  the  allocation  request  not  to  exceed  one  hundred  thousand  dollars  ($100,000);  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Board  of  Supervisors  has  since  1982  authorized  the  Director  of  the 
Mayor's  Office  of  Housing  to  submit  previous  applications  for  allocations  for  Bonds  for  the 
City's  First  Time  Homebuyer  Program  (the  "Bond  Program"),  which  applications  were 
approved  for  CDLAC  for  a  total  of  $203,845,000  from  1982  to  2002;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Board  of  Supervisors  has  since  1 993  authorized  the  Director  of  the 
Mayor's  Office  of  Housing  to  submit  previous  applications  for  allocations  of  Certificates  for  the 
City's  Mortgage  Credit  Certificate  Program  (the  "MCC  Program"),  which  applications  were 
approved  by  CDLAC  for  a  total  of  $1 17,336,187  from  1993  to  2002;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Mayor's  Office  of  Housing  finds  a  continuing  need  to  secure 
allocations  of  Bonds  and  Certificates  to  assist  low  and  moderate  income  first  time  homebuyers 
in  San  Francisco;  now,  therefore,  be  it 
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RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 
hereby  authorizes  the  Director  of  the  Mayor's  Office  of  Housing  for  the  City  (the  "Director"),  on 
behalf  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  to  submit  an  application  or  applications  (the 
"Application"),  and  such  other  documents  as  may  be  required,  to  CDLAC  pursuant  to 
Government  Code  Section  8869.85  for  a  portion  of  the  state  ceiling  for  private  activity  bonds 
and  mortgage  credit  certificates  in  an  amount  not  to  exceed  twenty  million  dollars 
($20,000,000)  for  mortgage  credit  certificates  and  not  to  exceed  twenty  million  dollars 
($20,000,000)  for  mortgage  revenue  bonds;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  an  amount  equal  to  one  hundred  thousand  dollars 
($100,000)  for  each  application  is  hereby  authorized  to  be  held  on  deposit  in  connection  with 
the  Application  and  the  applicable  CDLAC  procedures,  and  the  Director  is  authorized  to  certify 
to  CDLAC  that  such  funds  are  available;  which  deposit  shall  consist  of  a  restriction  on  cash  in 
the  Home  Ownership  Assistance  Loan  Fund  established  pursuant  to  Section  10.100-108  of  the 
San  Francisco  Administrative  Code  (the  "Fund");  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  if  the  City  receives  an  allocation  and  the  issuance 
requirements  applicable  to  Bonds  and  Certificates  are  not  met,  a  cost  outlay  depleting  the 
Fund  in  an  amount  not  to  exceed  two  hundred  thousand  dollars  ($200,000)  is  hereby 
authorized  if  required  by  the  State  of  California;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  officers  and  employees  of  the  City  and  the  Director 
are  hereby  authorized  and  directed,  jointly  and  severally,  to  do  any  and  all  things  necessary  or 
advisable  in  order  to  consummate  the  receipt  of  an  allocation  and  the  issuance  of  Bonds 
and/or  Certificates  and  otherwise  effectuate  the  purposes  of  this  resolution,  and  all  actions 
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previously  taken  by  such  officers  and  employees  in  connection  with  the  establishment  of  the 
MCC  Program  and  the  Bond  Program  and  issuance  of  mortgage  credit  certificates  and  bonds, 
including  the  submission  of  the  application  to  CDLAC,  are  hereby  ratified  and  approved;  and, 
be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  this  Resolution  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its 
adoption  by  the  Board  and  approval  by  the  Mayor.

Resolution  authorizing  the  Peninsula  Corridor  Joint  Powers  Board  to  increase  the 
Grant  Anticipation  Note  Program  by  $231,000,000  in  principal  amount  resulting  in  a 
total  authorized  aggregate  principal  amount  of  $453,500,000  outstanding  at  any  one 
time. 

WHEREAS,  The  Peninsula  Corridor  Joint  Powers  Board,  a  joint  exercise  of  powers 
agency  duly  established  and  organized  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  California  (the  "Joint 
Powers  Board"),  is  proposing  (i)  to  authorize  an  increase  in  the  amount  of  Peninsula  Corridor 
Joint  Powers  Board  Grant  Anticipation  Notes  (the  "Grant  Anticipation  Notes")  which  may  be 
issued  from  $222.5  million  to  $453.5  million  and  (ii)  to  provide  that  up  to  $453.5  million 
aggregate  principal  amount  of  Grant  Anticipation  Notes  may  be  outstanding  at  any  one  time;

WHEREAS,  The  Joint  Powers  Board  has  requested  that  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of 
the  City  (the  "Board")  (i)  cause  a  public  hearing  to  be  held,  (ii)  make  a  finding  of  significant 
public  benefit  in  accordance  with  the  criteria  specified  in  Section  6586  of  the  California 
Government  Code  after  such  hearing  has  been  held,  and  (iii)  approve  the  financing  of  the 
public  capital  improvements  in  order  to  satisfy  the  requirements  of  Section  6586.5  of  the 
California  Government  Code 

WHEREAS,  The  Caltrain  Projects  to  be  financed  are  or  will  be  located  within  the 
geographical  boundaries  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  California;  and, 

WHEREAS,  On  or  before  November  26,  2002,  the  City  caused  a  notice  stating  that  a 
public  hearing  with  respect  to  the  herein-described  financing  would  be  conducted  by  the 
Mayor's  Office  of  Public  Finance  on  December  5,  2002,  to  appear  in  The  Independent,  a

Resolution  urging  SBC  Pacific  Bell  to  join  the  rest  of  San  Francisco's  responsible 
corporations  by  contracting  with  a  responsible  janitorial  contractor  immediately  in 
order  to  ensure  their  cleaning  companies  pay  decent  wages,  provide  affordable  family 
health  coverage,  and  respect  workers'  freedom  to  form  a  union. 

WHEREAS,  GMG  Janitorial  INC,  (GMG)  is  a  Non  Union  Contractor  and  currently  have 
a  contract  with  SBS  Pacific  Bell;  and, 

WHEREAS,  GMG's  failure  to  follow  prevailing  wage  and  other  laws  that  regulate  wages 
and  working  conditions  is  an  example  of  the  problems  that  plague  the  non-union  sector  of  the 
janitorial  industry;  and,

Resolution  approving  the  signing  of  a  Memorandum  of  Understanding  between  the  City 
and  County  of  San  Francisco  (CCSF)  and  the  United  States  Department  of  Energy 
Seattle  Office  (DOE)  to  obtain  support  from  DOE  for  the  implementation  of  the  City's 
renewable  energy,  energy  efficiency  and  distributed  generation  goals;  and  to  authorize 
the  San  Francisco  Public  Utilities  Commission  (SFPUC)  and  the  San  Francisco 
Department  of  the  Environment  (SFE)  to  administer  and  act  as  co-leads  for  this 
agreement  between  CCSF  and  DOE. 

WHEREAS,  Renewable  energy  and  energy  efficiency  are  environmentally  responsible 
ways  of  ensuring  a  cleaner  environment;  and 

WHEREAS,  CCSF  has  embarked  upon  the  development  and  implementation  of  large 
renewable  energy  and  energy  efficiency  programs  under  a  mandate  given  by  voters  in 
supporting  Propositions  B  &  H  in  the  November  2001  elections;  and 

WHEREAS,  These  propositions  authorize  the  issuance  of  revenue  bonds  to  implement 
renewable  energy  and  energy  efficiency  programs  for  City  municipal,  residential,  and 
commercial  sectors;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  San  Francisco  Public  Utilities  Commission  and  the  San  Francisco 
Department  of  the  Environment  have  been  charged  with  implementing  Propositions  B  and  H;

WHEREAS,  Collaboration  has  been  established  through  discussions;  support  from 
DOE's  Build  America  Program,  Rebuild  America  Program,  Clean  Cities  Program,  Million  Solar 
Roofs  Program,  and  Energy  Star  for  Buildings  program  is  available,  and  the  foundation  for  an 
ongoing  relationship  has  been  set;  and 
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WHEREAS,  DOE  is  the  primary  agency  responsible  for  setting  national  energy  policy 
and  DOE's  Office  of  Energy  Efficiency  and  Renewable  Energy  has  a  pivotal  role  in  conducting 
research  and  development  on  new  energy  technologies,  and  the  Seattle  Regional  Office  has 
the  responsibility  to  deploy  those  technologies  throughout  the  Pacific  States;  and 

WHEREAS,  CCSF  and  DOE  agree  that  a  clean,  reliable,  and  affordable  energy  supply 
is  critical  to  the  prosperity  of  a  community,  the  well  being  of  its  citizens,  and  the  integrity  of  its 
environment;  and  this  is  clearly  stated  as  a  priority  in  the  Mayor's  energy  and  greenhouse  gas 
reduction  goals  for  the  City;  and 

WHEREAS,  CCSF  and  DOE  recognize  that  the  City  offers  an  ideal  environment  in 
which  to  demonstrate  how  cooperative  activities  between  the  City  and  Federal  government 
can  support  clean  energy  and  environmental  objectives,  and  to  demonstrate  how 
technologies,  policies,  and  resources  can  be  integrated  into  local  solutions  that  address 
current  and  future  energy  challenges;  likewise,  a  review  of  the  City's  energy  and 
environmental  policies,  procedures,  and  broad  set  of  local  stakeholder  involvement  can 
provide  understanding  to  DOE  of  how  to  strengthen  its  community-based  programs;  now, 
therefore,  be  it

[Commending  UCSF.] 

Resolution  commending  UCSF  for  its  leadership,  innovation,  and  commitment  to 
removing  mercury  from  our  environment 

WHEREAS,  Mercury  is  a  gray,  liquid  metal  that  has  been  labeled  by  the  United  States 
Environmental  Protection  Agency  as  a  PBY,  or  Persistent,  Bioaccumulative  and  Toxic 
pollutant  and  is  clearly  toxic  to  all  living  creatures;  and 

WHEREAS,  Miniscule  amounts  of  Mercury  can  cause  neurological  damage  to  humans 
and  animals  if  inhaled  or  absorbed,  and  contributes  to  behavioral  problems  and  loss  of 
intelligence  in  young  children  and  has  been  linked  to  impairment  of  immune  and  reproductive 
systems  and  cardiovascular  diseases;  and 

WHEREAS,  Mercury  poisoning  is  particularly  devastating  to  infants,  the  elderly,  and 
pregnant  women;  and 

WHEREAS,  Mercury  accumulates  in  the  tissues  of  animals,  including  fish,  and 
become  concentrated  up  the  food  chain,  so  that  larger  fish  have  higher  concentrations  of 
mercury;  and 

WHEREAS,  Many  persons  eat  fish  from  the  San  Francisco  Bay,  and  many  San 
Franciscans  fish  for  food  from  the  San  Francisco  Bay  as  an  important  part  of  their  diet;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Each  day,  approximately  163  grams  of  mercury  enters  San  Francisco's 
water  treatment  plants  through  the  sewer  system,  of  which  ten  percent  escapes  capture  and 
treatment  and  is  discharged  into  the  San  Francisco  Bay;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Mercury  that  is  commonly  used  in  old-fashioned  fever  thermometers 
contains  between  one-half  and  one  gram  of  mercury,  which  is  enough  to  contaminate  five 
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million  gallons  of  San  Francisco  Bay  water  up  to  government  established  toxicity  limits — 
enough  contaminated  water  to  fill  200  Olympic-sized  swimming  pools;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Mercury  is  also  found  in  dental  amalgams,  certain  types  of  hospital  waste, 
fluorescent  light  bulbs,  thermostats,  barometers,  switches  and  relays;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Mercury,  in  order  to  avoid  being  released  into  the  environment,  should 
never  be  disposed  of  in  landfills,  household  or  commercial  refuse  containers,  or  through 
plumbing  systems,  and  must  be  disposed  of  at  select  facilities  in  a  responsible  manner;  and, 

WHEREAS,  In  April  of  2000,  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  in  recognition  of 
the  dangers  associated  with  mercury  thermometers,  banned  the  manufacture  and  sale  of 
mercury  thermometers  and  promoted  safe  disposal  of  them;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  University  of  California,  San  Francisco  (UCSF)  participated  with  the 
State  of  California  in  a  mercury  reduction  program,  which  incorporated  critical  mercury 
eradication  steps  such  as  a  mercury  fluorescent  light  bulb  recycling  program, 

WHEREAS,  The  State  of  California,  due  in  part  to  their  coordination  with  the  UCSF 
Environmental  Health  and  Safety  Department  and  the  UCSF  Medical  Center,  received  an 
award  from  the  EPA  for  their  mercury  reduction  program;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Healthcare  Without  Harm,  an  organization  dedicated  to  the  reduction  in 
the  use  of  toxic  materials  in  hospitals,  among  other  environmentally  important  goals, 
recognized  the  achievements  of  UCSF  and  the  UCSF  Medical  Center  by  presenting  them 
with  an  honor;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  Department  of  the  Environment, 
under  the  leadership  of  Director  Jared  Blumenfeld,  and  UCSF,  under  the  leadership  of 
Director  Eugene  Lau,  Environmental  Health  and  Safety  at  UCSF,  have  come  together  to 
create  a  Mercury  Thermometer  Exchange  Program;  and, 
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WHEREAS,  The  Mercury  Thermometer  Exchange  is  a  long-term  program  that  not  only 
encourages  responsible  disposal  of  Mercury  Thermometers  and  allows  residents  of  San 
Francisco  to  safely  exchange  toxic  mercury  thermometers  for  non-toxic,  new  digital 
thermometers:  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  has  provided  a  grant  to  purchase 
digital  thermometers  for  residents  to  receive  when  they  exchange  their  toxic  mercury 
thermometers;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  UCSF  Bookstore  will  serve  as  the  City's  first  year  round  site  for  the 
exchange  of  toxic  mercury  thermometers  for  new,  safe  digital  thermometers;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  and  UCSF  kicked  off  the  Mercury 
Thermometer  Exchange  Program  on  December  3,  2002,  and  have  since  received  over  160 
mercury  thermometers  within  the  first  two  days;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  commends  UCSF  for  its 
leadership,  innovation,  and  commitment  to  removing  mercury  from  our  environment;  and,  be 
it  further, 

FURTHER  RESOLVED  That  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  honors  UCSF  for 
its  cooperating  with  the  City  to  provide  a  national  model  to  allow  for  year-round  exchange  of 
mercury  thermometers  and  thereby  helping  to  create  a  cleaner  and  safer  environment  for  all 
San  Franciscans.

[Pedestrian  Countdown  Signals.] 

Resolution  urging  the  Department  of  Parking  and  Traffic  and  the  San  Francisco  County 
Transportation  Authority  to  work  in  collaboration  in  order  to  secure  new  funding 
streams  necessary  to  jointly  contribute  toward  the  long-term  safety  gains  by  installing 
pedestrian  countdown  signals  at  the  remaining  500  signalized  intersections  in  the  City 
and  County  of  San  Francisco. 

WHEREAS,  Since  June  2002,  the  Department  of  Parking  and  Traffic  ("DPT")  and  sister 
departments  have  been  installing  traffic  and  pedestrian  signals  citywide  to  the  more  energy- 
efficient  LED  versions;  and 

WHEREAS,  As  of  October  2002,  crews  from  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  and  the 
Department  of  Public  Works  had  installed  a  total  of  2,  682  countdown  units  at  44 
intersections;  and, 

WHEREAS,  An  evaluation  conducted  by  the  DPT  suggests  that  the  countdown  signals 
reduce  the  percentage  of  pedestrians  caught  still  crossing  on  the  red;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Switching  on  countdown  devises  continues  to  be  a  high  priority  for  DPT, 
and  detailed  retiming  plans  have  been  prepared  for  about  half  of  the  intersections  slated  for 
countdown  devices  by  its  Traffic  Engineering  Division;  and, 

WHEREAS,  DPT  expects  to  continue  to  turn  on  at  least  10  intersections  weekly  and  to 
have  about  550  intersections  with  operational  countdown  features  by  late  2003;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  first  locations  to  be  turned  on  included  those  with  the  "pedestrian 
scramble"  as  well  as  a  few  other  locations  where  crossing  time  is  a  major  public  safety 
concern;  and, 
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WHEREAS,  The  basic  cost  for  devices  and  installation  labor  is  slightly  over  $1.1 
million,  including  an  individual  cost  of  $250  for  a  pedestrian  countdown  signal,  and  installation 
labor  about  $27  per  signal,  which  does  not  include  the  required  retiming  program 
administration;  and, 

WHEREAS,  This  installation  program  was  funded  by  a  California  Energy  Commission 
loan  and  sales  tax  revenues  provided  by  the  San  Francisco  County  Transportation  Authority; 
and, 

WHEREAS,  Although  this  project  is  scheduled  for  completion  in  2003,  an  additional 
500  signalized  intersections  in  San  Francisco  will  still  lack  pedestrian  signals;  now,  therefore, 
be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 
does  hereby  urge  the  Department  of  Parking  and  Traffic  and  the  San  Francisco  County 
Transportation  Authority  to  work  in  collaboration  in  order  to  secure  new  funding  streams 
necessary  to  jointly  contribute  toward  the  long-term  safety  gains  by  installing  pedestrian 
countdown  signals  at  the  remaining  500  signalized  intersections  in  the  City  and  County  San 
Francisco.
